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Viking Su rvivors Tell Gripping Stories of Blast Tragedy

St. John s N. F., Mar.24—(AP) 
The sealer Sagona, with su rviv­ 
ors of the Viking aboard, some 
sick, one dead, steamed into St. 
John’s harbor early today. 
There were no shou ts of greet­ 
ing, no bu stle as 
the ship 
berthed. A silent crowd watched 
—with it the prime minister and 
minister of marine and fisheries. 
Stretcher bearers worked si­ 
lently, swiftly. 
Loaded ambu ­ 
lances began to depart as soon 
as the gang plank was down. 
Eager ears listened for first 
hand stories of the Viking’s fate, 
how she exploded on Su nday 
night, March 15, eight miles off 
Horse Island, White Bay. 
The stories came relu ctantly. 
At 8 o’clock that fatefu l Su n­ 
day the crew of the Viking were 
below singing hymns. The seal­ 


er, making slow progress, hit a 
pan of heavy ice and lu rched. 
-Hell bu rst loose!” said one of 
the su rvivors. 
George Day of Placentia, was 
the only man aft of the smoke­ 
stack who su rvived. He said he 
was flu ng into the air and then 
landed on deck of the boat. 
When he regained consciou s­ 
ness the whole stern of the ship 
was gone and flames were lick­ 
ing at him. He ju mped over the 
side to loose ice and had a hard 
time of it to hold his footing. 
Men were scattering in all di­ 
rections. 
Varick Frissell, New York mo­ 
tion pictu re produ cer, Harry Sar­ 
gent, Boston explorer, and A. G. 
Penrod, movie vameraman, were 
in the cabin ju st before the ex­ 
plosion. Frissell and Penrod are 


missing along with 22 others. 
Sargent was aboard the Sagona 
and his sister was^on hand to 
greet him. 
Navigator Kennedy of the Vik­ 
ing died of pneu monia as the 
Sagona battled ice. 
The powder magazine of the 
Viking was in the very stern of 
the starboard side. 
Next to 
was the boatswain’s cabin 
which there was believed 
have been an oil lamp. 
The captain’s cabin was next 
forward. 
On the opposite side 
were rooms occu pied by Naviga­ 
tor Kennedy and the wireless 
operator, King. 
Between was 
the cabin of Penrod, Sargent 
and Frissell. 
Frissell had been speaking of 
the danger of the powder m aga­ 
zine with its ton of explosives.

He had ju st said: “I’m no a r­ 
tist bu t I’m going to make a 
danger notice.” Penrod was en­ 
gaged with some films. Sargent 
was discu ssing the next day’s op­ 
erations. 
Frissell had scarcely 
spoken 
when the ship lu rched before the 
explosion. 
Operator King was in his bu nk 
behind where Penrod was sitting 
and was blown ou t throu gh the 
side onto the ice. His face and 
eyes were badly bu rned and his 
leg was fractu red. On the ice his 
feet were badly frozen and one 
leg mu st be ampu tated. Sargent 
was flu ng ou t with a piece of 
wreckage which pitched onto a 
pan of ice. He hau led King u p 
with him and was joined by the 
navigator, Kennedy. 
Sargent and Kennedy m anag­ 


ed to gather from the ice near 
them some o \ the debris, inclu d­ 
ing tins of milk, preserves, two 
flags arid a piece of bu rlap which 
was laid over King. They drifted 
all night and all the next day 
su ffering u ntold hardships.

Survivors Tell Gripping Stories of Blast

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St. John's N. F,, Mar.2^-(AP) 


The sealer Sagona, with surviv- 
ors of the Viking aboard, some 
sick, one dead, steamed into St. 
John's harbor early today. 


There were no shouts of greet- 


ingy no bustle as 
the ship 


berthed. A silent crowd watched 
—with it the prime minister and 
minister of marine and fisheries. 


Stretcher bearers worked si- 


lently, swiftly. Loaded ambu- 
lances began to depart as soon 
as the gang plank was down. 


Eager ears listened for first 


hand stories of the Viking's fate, 
how she \exploded on Sunday 
night, March 15, eight mites Off 
Horse island, White Bay. 


The stories came reluctantly. 
At 8 o'clock that fateful Sun- 


day the crew of the Viking were 
below singing hymns. The seal- 


er, making slo* progress, hit a 
pan ef heavy ice and lurched. 
; -Hell burst loose!" said one of 
the survivors. 


George Day of Placentia, was 


the only man aft of the smoke- 
stack who survived. He said he 
was flung into the air and then 
landed on deck of the boat. 


When he regained conscious- 


ness the whole stern of the ship 
Was gone and flames were lick- 
ing at him. He jumped over the 
side to loose ice and had a hard 
time of it to hold his footing. 


Men were scattering invall di- 


rections. 


Varlck Frissell, New-York mo- 


tion picture-producer, Harry Sar- 
geht, Boston explorer, and A. G. 
Penrod, movie vameraman, were 
in the cabin just before the ex- 
plosion. Frissell and Penrod are 


missing along with 22 , others. 
Sargent was aboard the Sagona 
and his sister was^on hand to 
greet him. 


Navigator Kennedy of the Vik- 


ing died of pneumonia as the 
Sagona battled ice. 


The powder magazine of the 


Viking was in the very stern of 
the starboard side. Nest to "it 
was the boatswain's c,abin in 
Which there was believed to 
have been an oil lamp. 


The captain's cabin was next 


forward. On the opposite side 
were rooms occupied by Naviga- 
tor Kennedy and the wireless 
operator, King. 
Between was 


the cabin 'of Penrod, Sargent 
and Frissell. 


Frissell had been speaking of 


the danger of the powder maga- 
zine with its ton of explosives. 


He had just said: "I'm no ar-j 


tist but I'm 'going to make a 
danger, notice." Penrod was en- 
gaged with some films. Sargent 
was discussing the next day's op- 
erations. 


Frissell had scarcely spoken 


when the ship lurched before the 
explosion. 


Operator King was in his bunk 


behind where Penrod was sitting 
and was- blown out through the 
side onto the ice. His face and 
eyes were badly burned and his 
leg was frabjtured. On the ice his 
feet were badly frozen and one 
leg must be amputated. Sargent 
was flung out with a piece- of 
wreckage which pitched onto a 
pan of ice. He hauled King up 
with him and was joined by the 
navigator, Kennedy.— 


Sargent and Kennedy manag- 


ed to gather from the ice near 
them some ol the debris, includ- 
ing tins of milk, preserves, two 
flags and a piece of burlap which 
was laid over King. They drifted 
all night and all the next day 
suffering, untold hardships.

They seem to think they can get off 
without helping with their time and money in 
civic affairs, just as if they could get along un- 
less the local government gave them and their 
family protection and friends to enjoy. 


We must pay for everything we get in this 


world, whether it be friends, money, respect of 
the community or being let alone. Few mefa ever 
pay the debt they owe a community.
